TO THE EDITOR: 

Dr. Munson, a professor at a 
left-leaning California state uni- 
versity somehow, despite his 
peers managed to stay on level 
ground.

"Years later, I stumbled across 
an old letter Dad had sent home 
which greeted his first son — a 
chil .who was born and later 
died without the benefit of a 
father's touch. 


heard a story of dying men that 

Jagues him still, five decades 
later. Dad said that all his 
friends who went into the 
Marines never came back. 

Veterans Day is a time apart 
to remember and honor. A day 
of fading impertance, so it 
seems. 

I think of an elder in our 
church who, at the age of 28, left 
his young bride and month-old 
son to fight in.the Pacific. I 
think of his tears last year when 
a non-veteran was elected presi- 
dent. 

I suppose it’s true: ‘‘That 
which costs you nothing is soon- 
er or later valued as worthless.” 

Whether it be a treasured fam- 
ily heirloom, or! the liberty 
bought with patriots’ blood, with- 
out nurtured appreciation the 
children and grandchildren soon 
rise in spoiled arrogance and 
claim as their divine right that 
which cost their fathers all. 

It causes me to wonder...if 
those who paid the ultimate 
price were somehow resurrected 
and made to gaze upon the soci- 
ety we've built upon their hal- 
lowed graves — would they 
approve?

Smoking banned at Dairy Queen 


Dairy Queen of Pontoon Beach 
posted no-smoking signs in its 
restaurant in September. 

Owners Robert and Dawn 
Steen made the decision to ban 
cigarette and cigar smokin 
after information was provi 
to them by Dairy Queen Interna- 
tional. The information was 
based on a report released in 
1993 by the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency regarding its 
study of the respiratory effects 
of passive smoking. 

ome of the findings in the 
study are: 

- Environmental tobacco 
smoke is responsible for 3,000 
non-smoker -lung cancer deaths 
per year. 

- Environmental tobacco 
smoke causes respiratory-tract 
infection, including bronchitis 
and pneumonia, and is linked to 
such infections in 150,000 to 
300,000 infants and young chil- 
dren each year; and 

~ Environmental tobacco 
smoke causes asthma attacks or 
increases the severity of such 
attacks in 250,000 to one million 
children each year and increases 


the risk that children will devel- 
op asthma. 

The fast-food restaurant indus- 
try has received pressure to 
address and eliminate environ- 
mental tobacco smoke for two 
reasons, a spokesman said. 

First, customers are generally 
in fast-food restaurants for-only 
short periods. Thus, it has been 
said that such a smoking ban 
would not impose a significant 
hardship on smokers. 

Second, fast-food restaurants 
generally cater to and are popu- 
lar with children who, according 
to the study, are particularly 
susceptible to the adverse effects 
of environmental tobacco smoke. 

“As Dairy Queen owners, we 
want, to be leaders in the fast- 
food restaurant industry in 
responding appropriately to the 
public concern over this issue,” 
the Steens said. 

“We have been pleased with 
the public response. Many words 
of nks have come our way. 
We have been encouraged by the 
smoking customers, who have 
graciously accepted the change 
and have cooperated.”’

Two 
days earlier, he scored a first- 
half goal against Collinsville that 
appeared to be enough for a win 
until the Kahoks rallied with less 
than 10 minutes left in the game. 

Ironically, Kohler was in posi- 
tion to defeat Collinsville again 
in the sectional title game.

One of his coaches, Keith Gehl- 
ing, helped prepare Kohler for 
his final season. 

Gehling played for Baker at 
Granite City South in the early 
1970s. 

“We kind of expected Brian to 
be a standout since his sopho- 
more year,"’ Baker said. ‘‘He 
stuck with it and worked hard. 

““(Gehling) was a fine player 
in our program, and he helped 
Brian a lot.’ 

Kohler has also received plen- 
ty of support from his family. 
His mother, Angie Bain, was a 
fixture at the Warriors’ games. 

“My mom is probably my big- 
gest fan,” Kohler said 

Kohler hopes to move on to 
the college level and is consider- 
ing Illinois State University as 
well as Eastern Illinois. 

“‘He’s definitely a potential 
college player,’ Baker said.
